Hello, and welcome again to another edition 
of Goldie's House, a run down oP the most 
upliPting tunes on the planet. 

Starting as usual on the Garage tip: 
Absolutely top of the pile has to be a new 
Pour tracker on Centrestage Prom JOGY 
MUSAPHIA. superbly stunning Por the ruPPer 
than rufp NY beats oP "That Sound" and "ULIork 
It”, essential. Kym Mazelle has KARMA SUTRA 
on the mix of "Love Me, Or Leave Me" on 
ULIild Black Records. Their typical style 
meeting NY and works to the max. KARMA 
SUTRA also do the do for FANNY CADIO, and 
all there's no fanny on the sleeve there is a 
bit of a nipple alert. If you get past the 
sleeve the name of the song is ”1 UUant Your 
Love” and is actually very good, nice and 
drummy and probably a million miles away 
from Fanny's original (but with looks like hers 
who cares if she can sing or not?!) 

One of the big vocal tracks at the moment 
has to be "Running Away" from NICOLG with 
G-SMOOVG on the mix, actually around last 
year, but missed by many. Fresh import 
copies have ensured that this now comes to 
everybody's attention this time round. 
Continuing on the vocal tip with "everlasting 
Pictures" from B-ZGT on IQ Records, with 
BOOK6R T and STONG AND NICK on the mix, 
its the former who's piano and dub mix excel. 
The OLD SKOOL 12" surfaces again, with the 
Push And Up mix of "Let Me In" which was 
missed on the UK copies, but available to 
you on Italian UMM, classy stuPP. "Find A 
UUay" Prom THG SNH FOUNDATION gets a 
wicked remix on the Groove On label (a 
subsidiary oP Strictly), big time catchy hook 
makes it a knockout hands-in-the-air monster. 
The Soiree label come with KIATA and "You 
Make Me", its NY again with an unusual 
vocal, which sounds a little oPP key, but works 



none the less (maybe that's the appeal). 
Alongside Joey Musaphia's track, TH€ TUNC 
OF THC MONTH in this style has to be, 
DG'LACY; "Hideaway" licensed Prom Casy 
Street to UK Slip And Slide, the new Deep 
Dish Mixes are absolutely stunning, 
especially for the Dub Fire Needs To Score 
Mix, which despite its title is a Pull on vocal 
gem, with a wicked acapella-ish build, before 
the track kicks in big-time, an essential 
purchase. Also watch For LAYLA and "Gotta 
Find Love". Don't have much info on this 
(actually I don't have jack), but the vocal is a 
kind of haunting pop and these ears loved it 
(apparently Graeme Park is bang on this as 
well). 

If you like the tribal-kind-of-stuff, check out 
the Van Helden mix on SARA PARKCR "My 
Love Is Deep". One to watch on the deep tip, 
is the Deep House mix of Mercy, forthcoming 
on North. 

Into the piano region: check the new mixes of 
JJ TRI6UTG from Asher; the new BLU ROOM, 
who follow ”1 Feel High" on Thumpin, with 
"Spread Love", "I Can"t Hear You" from the 
ANR MCN - on a label that has made in Hong 
Kong on the bottom (obviously a complete 
scam for some A&R man/men who obviously 
aren't earning enough money Prom their 
record company positions. 

Pure, complete, utterly and unashamedly 
handbag (I don't care 'cos I love it) is AN 
CHIAMO (if I can read my own writing!) from 
big Scotts DJ Tom UUilson - more breakdowns 
than you'll find on the M25, this is the 
ultimate hands in the air record Por clubbers 
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who just want to go out and don't get moody 
and have a Puckin good time! No inPo either 
on GTGRNAL SUMM€R Prom "Stick Together", 
both mixes really do the damage. Now 
licencesed to Systematic Prom Hooj, comes 
HYPGRLOGIC and "Only Me", the original Red 
Jerry Mix still being the best - that's the one 
with the U2 "New Years Day" piano. Perfecto 
release MOZIAC'S version of Doctor Alban's 
"Sing Hallelujah", now re-titled "Sing It (The 
Hallelujah Song)". The Goodfellows mix is the 
one that's doing it. Just a full good on vocal, 
plain and simple. The Italian's come again 
with a remix of the original "I Believe" (UUhich 
was superbly done by The Happy Clappers). 
The dub version Prom CALVIN ROTANC, 
sounding really good. 

Tin Tin Out are the masters oP upliPting house 
and have turned in a superb mix oP "The Idol" 
Prom MARC ALMOND, and "Dreams" the new 
single from GRACG, or is it? The conPusion is 
there, because I also have another GRAC6 
track Prom PerPecto with Oakenfold and 
Osborne on the mix called "I UUant To Live". 
UUill it be a double pack? Not sure. 

HardPloor - the remixes for that harder, acidy 
sound, which you will find on MARY KIANI, 
"UUhen I Call Your Name". BASSHGADS "Is there 
Anybody Out There" (12" from Deconstruction 
also containing the original very classic mix) 
and the HardPloor style can be heard on OLN 
"Aporto Deep Cuts" on Tribal UK, a remix oP 
the new UUINX, "Living UUithout Love" Prom 
Jimmy Polo and Jules and Kelly's 
"Outrageous" now under the AKA oP "Sticks 
and Stones". 

Staying with the harder stuPP iP that's your 
bag, check the Underworld mix oP "Captain 
Dredd" Prom ZIONYOUTH, Sourmash mix oP 
"The Zoo" Prom RAZ€RS€DG€, Slate Records 
deliver "Mambo UUhite" Prom NOX ALBA. 
Remixes to watch out Por are the RM PROJGCT 
AND "Rock To The Beat" Forthcoming on 
Smokin Rhythms, NUSH and "U Girls", with 
Junior Vasquez on the mix, but watch out Por 
the bootleg that's going around that contains 
more oP the original from RAMBO AND BIMBO 
called "Girl You're Sexy". Staying with rip-offs, 
search Por the SHOPLIFTGRS which steals Prom 
"La Luna", "Give It Up" and a million other 
things - but who gives a Puck 'cos its the 


absolute bollocks!! Also DUDGRGLA on Deep 
Jam which samples Mr Roy and D'Jaimen. 

On the label tip, Cleveland City come strong 
with RAMA 1 and “C'est La Vie", Ouch deliver 
"Thrusta" Prom ALIGNATION (they being Paul 
Kelly and Andy Manston from Clockwork 
Orange) and "I UUant You" from GORGGOUS 
DARLINGS (nothing to do with Joanna L and 
the Ab Fab team) you'll find this on Higher 
State. 

Remember FRIGNDS OF MATTHGUU and {The 
Calling", one of the classics from the happy 
hardcore days, well there back with "I'm Here, 
You're Here" and it gets the big thumbs up 
from moi. 

On the nu-energy tip search for DGX "UUhat Is 
Going On", "Dreams" from SIAN, "The Orange 
Theme" from CYGNUS-X (Red Jerry Mix), and 
the Tony De Vit mix of "The Blob" from GPIK. 

IP you went Por Z100 "Testa Don't Stop", watch 
out for another Judge Jules production under 
the AKA of BLAIR "Have Fun Go Mad" (limited 
acetates on the circuit). The guys behind 
London's Rude night Anselm and Big C make 
hay with "Floribunda" their act being called 
MOTHGR'S PRIDG. And watch out Por two oP 
London's Peach residents: Dave Lambert and 
Craig Dimech, who score with a winning mix of 
Tm Standing" by GX-STATIC. 

The amount of vinyl out there at the moment 
is absolutely ridiculous, with Par too many 
brilliant records being able to Pit into three 
sets a night, let alone one! No wonder so 
many records get lost and only happen on a 
second or third re-issue (I've put in on 
average 25 new records a week into my box, 
and so obviously haven't got the space to 
write about all oP them. But I'll leave you this 
month with a record that is already so big 
that it will not befall the Pate oP ever needing 
a re-issue to score a top 5 position First time 
out, we are talking the epic oP all epics 
namely "Salva Mia" Prom FAITHLGSS, who are 
in Pact Rollo and Sister Bliss. Its on Cheeky 
and in a variety of mixes with keyboards by 
Mr V and borrows a little of T99's "Anestasia", 
as powerful as The Power Rangers on Gcstasy, 
this is the tune of the year so Par. 

Catch us at our new time of 2-4pm Sundays on 
Kiss 102 Manchester, and Saturdays nights 
between 7-9pm on Kiss 100 London.

(VIRGIN) 

The new Chemical Brothers outing is not a radical change of 
form, I am pleased to say. Back are the heavy hip hop beats, 
screams and warbles, plus the looped Blake Baxter "brother's 
gonna work it out" vocal sample. Plenty of scratching and 
slammin' in the Brother's usual style, provide a soundtrack for 
the summer that'll be pumpin out of a lot of peoples systems. 
The two Underworld mixes are also kickin' with their usual 
trancy vibe. Most bizarre is the 

Sabres of Paradise Mix, which sounds like an acid trip on a 
combine harvester.

entertainment in 3 mixes on this 12" from the ever impressive 
Sun House. R debut from 3rd Movement, this one has the 
vocal of Louis Gordon to boast, presented in a punchy house 
assortment. The R side is graced completely with a Nick 
Hussey mix, which is synthy and very lumpy with the bass, 
creating a fair wedge of energy all the way to the run out 
groove. Over we go to the Cxplorer Mix for a piano teased 
version, squidgy on the ebbs and plinky on the flows, which 
contrasts quite well. Last up, the Original mix, the basic verse 
and chorus song version which is very commercial and 
probably resembling the radio airplay edit, if one evolves. 
Nick Hussey will claim his top prize here.

The fl side of Simeon Bowring's latest release contains 
percussive beats overlaid with simplistic melodies, quite 
reasonable if a little repetitive. The flip is much more 


inspiring with strange distorted frequencies balancing 
precariously on top of exhaustive slams and dunks. Not as 
good as some of his earlier work. "Rbout This" from the €P 
"Resolution Series 1" is a much better tune with nice looped 
samples and a voluminous melody.

Yes indeedy, a complete evenings energy in five minutes of 
record - that's what this is. R bit of red tape with the Shawn 
Christopher sample, which is now hurdled apparently, 
unleasing this upon us. R brilliant interpretation of power, 
stressed with samples galore and 

keyboard hegven. The Totally Massive Mix is the one that'll 
lift that roof off for you * it builds and builds and it's all a big 
shame when it abruptly stops. The Positive Groove Mix is 
chunky alright, but is just overshadowed by the fl side, as is 
Magic Monkey, itself an angry stomper. Start and end your 
set with this, and play it in the middle too.

(REPHLEX RECS) 

The latest release from Rephlex is a triple pack pack 12", 10" 
& 7" green vinyl, the packaging is sparse to say the least, 
with no tracklisting, but fortunately the music speaks for 
itself. The 12" & 10" contain assorted banging and 
squelching numbers, but the last track on the 12" is a 
mysterious Level 42 type track complete with slap bass. 
Moving on to the 7", we find a very bizarre and mutating horn 
like sound on one side, with more vociferous destruction on 
the flip. R few more ambient tunes wouldn't have gone amiss 
in this release, but all the same its still yet more quality from 
Richard James' big box of unreleased tunes.

And they just keep coming - Savage Bliss' second release and 
what can I say. Every now and again a tune comes along that 
you know everyone will just go for. Not sure what the mixes 
are titled, one on each side to play with, both of the same 
vein. The R side starts on a drum intro with some "Gettin 
Funky" overlays, and then breaks into a piano fanfare of the 
epic type that gives you that warm glow. The second piono 
break is backed up by some lush strings and then the whole 
thing gallops off towards the finish. Over we go to a similar 
styled mix, with the same uplifting piano line, but featuring 
the drum roll from hell just in from the start that is causing a 
storm down here right now. This really is a corker, so let's 
have it out on the streets the Bradley.

UNIVERSE PRESENTS "THE TRIBAL GATHERING" 

(LONDON) 

If like me you missed the Tribai Gathering, then you will be 
as pleased as I am to find out that an album featuring 
various tracks from some of the artists that played there. The 
first side of the album begins with an exclusive track from G 
Bolland "Starship Universe", it has a nice floating keyboard 
riff over the top of sharp breakbeats. The Dust Brothers offer 
their mix of "Voodoo People", which is an excellent remix with 
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it's repeated vocal sample and all the usual tomfoolery 
expected from the Brothers. Leftfield shows up with "Song For 
Life 41 , followed by the Dust Brothers in their legally changed 
status of the Chemical Brothers, "Her Jazz" has a trancy vibe 
with a gorgeous vocal sample. More trance on side 2 as 
Underworld bring out their Dark Train mix of "Dark and Long". 
Plostikman offers up "Spastik" next which is more of Richie's 
minimalistic madness. Another exclusive from Carl Cox brings 
us "DCT 29-92" which shows that the TB303 is very much in 
the frame right now. Live fromlceland, the Drum Club bring 
you "Bug" which is good though not in their usual style. 
Bandulu finish off side 2 with "Crisis R Gwan", a stomping 
techno meisterwork. Side 3 carries on where side 2 left off, 
with more storming techno courtesy of Loop 8.2 (with their 
track "Heart" which has some really good phasing effects), 
Transmokus (whose track "Violator" features a nice looped 
pan pipe riff), Faith Department offer their trancey epic 
"Infinite Mass" which is in a similar vein to Underworld. Dave 
Rngel kicks off side 4 with "Lagoon", and Shiva Shanty take 
us on a "Tribal / Eastern" trip to the end of the album, fl good 
selection of tracks here with only a few duds, makes this a 
quintessential selection of repetitive beats.

JINNY - "KEEP WARM (REMIXES)" 

(MULTIPLY) 

Round again for another club classic - the Italian favourite of 
91, still retaining it's original club appeal with some up to 
date transformation just in time for the Summer. 4 variations 
on one 12", kicking off with the T-empo's Balearic Ballistic 
Mix, an epic builder of almost ten minutes, with lots of 
telltale "Keep UUarm" bits from the original - a lot more 
complicated on orchestration and a lot smoother on the 
piano line. Blu Peter's New NRG Mix is very heavy on the 
pace and a bit odd really and best left alone. Side 2 
presents Rlex Party's Hot Mix which is very Rlex Party in all 
respects, adding a deep synth loop backing to Jinny's wails 
and imprinting a commercial draw to the whole thing. The 
Original version rounds off the package, which is sure to do 
well in both clubs and nationol charts.

RURR - "BUTTERFLY / CHRYSALIS / CRTTERPILLRR" 
(INFECTIOUS) 



This new CD from Infectious records is a mix of ambience and 
tronce. There are two mixes of their second single 
"Caterpillar" -1 found it similar to "Cat Static" especially with 
their use of strange samples. The second track teases you 
with samples as you are waiting for the beat to arrive, when 
it does it slowly builds into a frenetic workout of blips and 
squeaks. "Touched" begins with with sparse sounds of the 
jungle and a woman's voice says "I feel my heart is being 
touched" - true to say as it builds into a stormer. The final 
track - "Universe - Crack" is a blissed out ambient dub tune 
with some more excellent samples. Aura do have a good 
passion for their work.

DAPHNE - "CHANGE 11 
(STRESS) 

Stress continue their theme of 
quality house tracks with this 
baby - a vocal masterpiece 
that seems to be in 
everyone's chart off test 
pressing just recently. Fathers 
Of Sound offer by far the best 
mixes here, both emphasising 
a brilliant sQng and giving it 
maximum crossover appeal. 

The Classic Vocal Mix is the 
best interpretation of the 
vocal, with Sunset Vocal Mix 
coming a close second with an 
alternate slightly deeper feel. 

Jimmy Gomez and Danny 
Tenaglia present their own 
versions flipside, with Gomez employing a different piano 
line and backing synth to give a different angle to Daphne's 
lyrics. This mix builds very nicely with a hooky chorus 
arrangement reworked from the original mixes. Tenaglia 
meanwhile, leaves the vocals out for a track dominated by 
drum patterns and makes the whole thing sound very 
different, and although a very short mix, one worth spinning. 
Full marks.

The Deep Factory 
Mix is a barking monster and the one to play - completely 
contrasting to the downtempo original mix, Vasquez beefs it 
all up with a house tempo'd pitch, some brilliantly textured 
instrumentation and then merging it all with the re- recorded 
vocal line. It comes off smashing, and Sandra Jill Alikas 
sounds just great. Vasquez's second contribution is the Hard 
But Soft Mix, which sounds to me an afterthought ond best 
left out of your set - Go for the A side.

For thousands of clubbers across London and Manchester the 
Zoo experience is the show that marks the beginning of the 
weekend. Playing their selection of home grown and stateside 
garage with a dose of studio anarchy thrown in for good 
measure this is two hours of radio designed to make you sit up 
and take notice. If this program fails to get you up for it,well,you had better check your pulse. 

Having wondered for months how it runs from their side, I managed to speak to the Kiss offices and 
arrange a chit-chat with Steve Zoo after he kindly agreed to take time out from the show... 




Ulinkey: Steve, thanks for letting me into your show and thanks for sparing this time for The Scene 
Magazine. I didn't know 6-Smooth was in tonight as well-Bonus! 

Steve: Nor did we! 6-Smooth flew in yesterday and we-hooked things up at the last minute for tonights 
show. He's welcome anytime. 

UJ: Ok, back to your show. Do you plan or script it? 

S: LUhen Kiss became a licensed station back in '91, we thought: "That's it, we're gonna be classified as 
professional DJ's." So we decided to script the first hour to know exactly when to play the jingles, adverts 
and records. But over time we've managed to cut things down 'til now when we script only the first fifteen 
minutes. 


Ul: UJho does what out of the two of ya 1 ? 

S: Bobby does most of the producing for the first hour. 
Ul: UJho's behind the decks? 


S: Bob's always behind the decks, he loves the decks. UJhen we play out it's the same. He has the better 
coordination to fire the jingles and adverts quicker. 

Ul: Veah, I saw that you were the one directing things. 

S: Well, I normally do the links between records for the first hour or so, but it depends. Sometimes I might 
disappear. 

Ul: Like now? 


S: like now. 

Ul: Is the show something that you always look forward to? 

S: Ves. 

Ul: Really? I just saw Bobbi screaming about his dodgy head. He was ripping his headphones off! 

S: (Ha-Ha-Ha) Veah, Bob's been on a course of Penicillin. Been over doing it a bit. (Ha-Ha-Ha). 

Ul: What would happen if one of you was too ill to come in? 

S: If he went down with something, I could still do the show no problem. Maybe the links wouldn't be as 
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sharp but... 

Ul: But nobody could tell the difference, 

S: Not unless it went silent for five minutes (Ha-Ha-Ha). No, the show still goes on-in anything we do 

Ul: Kiss has come a long way since it's origin some years ago now. Have the changes it has been through 
since those early days affected your show in anyway? 

S: We were originally chosen for our class of music and we're still here for our class of music. Luckily the 
time our show goes out makes it a specialist show, meaning each and every record choice is our own. 
Seven Rm to Seven PM is another matter, but apart from adverts every fifteen minutes, our show belongs 
to us. No, we've seen no changes.- Rfter seven it's dance-lets dance baby! (Ha-Ha-Ha). 

Ul: Do the groups and artists who's records you ploy receive their royalties? 

S: Kiss is a sample station, which is to say three or four times a year we have a PRS period. PRS stands 
for Performing Rights Society. Basicly, if the record is ployed during the course of one of these periods, 
the artists gets their royalties. 

Ul: The records you play: fire they brought or sent? Do you go out and buy for your show? 

S: We do. About fifty percent of the stuff you hear is brought and the other half is on DAT, Slate or Test- 
FVessing. Vou can't be too specialist or advanced, so to a certain degree you have to keep it on the 
commercial tip. If we're too advanced people don't know what the hecks going on. We have a nice 
balance. 

Ul: Where do you buy your records from? 

i 

S: Uptown records, Soho. Blackmarket in Soho. That's it really, them two shops. Our offices are in Soho so 
they're on our doorstep. 

Ul: Riot of...girls must sit all alone listening to the show waiting for a soul like yours to show them a good 
time-Do they ever moke a ploy? 

S: The telephone lines are always flashing during the show and you have to answer them for dedications 
or giveaways and normally that's all they are flashing for. Occasionally, a female will call up, tell us that 
the shows great that our voices are beautiful, blah.blah.blah. (Ha-Ha-Ha). 

Ul: Fair enough, par for the course, but do any blatantly ask you for a good time? 

S: To be honest, it hos happened a couple of times. 

We pass the phone to each other and laugh! (Ha- 
Ha). But we don't follow it through-and that’s the 
truth! We're both happily in relationships! 

Ul: Do you ever pre-record the show? 

S: Maybe once o month if we've got a big gig on... 

Never more than once a month. 

Ul: Do you make alot of on-air cock-ups? 

S. Not many-once every six months? If we do it's 
usually the Cart Machine which plays the Adverts, 
screwing up. But thats a rarity. 

Ul: Whot do you do after the show? 

S: Out within the first fifteen minutes. If we're not 
working we go to a club and hang out which is what 

were doing tonight - hove a few beers basically.

Ul: Do you get paid alot? 

S: Do we get paid alot? Whot for the show? Alot of 
money! We're quite comfortable I must say. We've 
worked hard. We run our own business outside of 
Kiss, so music is making us alot of money and 
happiness and thats what we love about it! (Ha HA 
HA)

Destination (Sydney-Australia) 


This is the First time 1 have ever been to Australia 
and I am really looking forward to it. After a twelve 
hour flight, we arrive there to be met by the 
promoter of the event, we were staying at his 
house which was in the heart of Sydney. With the 
time docks changing we never knew if we were 
coming or going, so we decided to stay awake and 
to have a look around. We went into a local record 
shop called Central Station, this is the place to go if 
you are a raver, there are loads of clothes, tapes 
and loads of rave goods, plus the most up-to-date 
vinyl in the back room. Speaking to the person who 
owned the shop (DJ Vagas), who also owned a 
label that had a tune at No. 1 in the national chart. 
This being a great break through in Australia for 
rave music. They do not seem to be into their vinyl 
like we are in England, as the kids will save their 
money and buy a CD. Rave CD's mixed by DJ's - it 
seemed to be a favourite for the raver. Cach of the 
CD's would be track listed, which I personally think 
is a good idea, the only people making money out 
of this is the DJ and the artist. If this was in England 
it probably would be a good thing. 

Thursday night - We are going to a club, this is a 
House night, not that I’m really into House, but it is 
supposed to be good. I was not wrong, we got 
there and it was kickin, just like an old rave. It was 
a classic night, tunes from 1990 onwards, such as 
Congress, Bizzare Inc, Shades of Rhythm, these are 
the sort of tunes if you are an old school raver, you 
would never have forgotten. This was a good night 
out and a good experience, some of the old tunes 
which made our rave scene so strong, have to be 
respected. 

On the Friday we went down to Bondi Beach to 
have a doss and see what it was like, I was 
expecting a beach with loads of surfers and chicks 
and a bit of life, to my surprise it was empty and 



did not look no 
better than your 
ordinary shit 
beach in 

England. (Well 
put! The Editor) 
Friday night and 
were going 

clubbing again 
this night, we 
are going to a 
normal night club 
just to have few 
(Fosters), a few I 
definitely had 
about twenty 
too many, I was 
so paraletic I did 
not know where 



I was or what I was doing, as we left one club 
about 3am I had a row with some fuckin weird 
aborigine women, she heard me speaking English 
and started catling me a cunt, a wanker and all sorts 
of names, I started giving her loads of shit. I was 
going to knock her out, she was lucky, she was a 
woman, a bloke would have had to have a dig 
especially when I'm pissed because I'm really 
rowdy. I felt like shit, I had to go home, I had a real 
bad hangover and headache the next day which 
was Saturday the day of the Rave this was to be 
one of Sydney's biggest events with over two 
thousand tickets already sold. The whole place was 
buzzin it reminded you of the old days, you don’t 
know were it is going to be until the night then you 
ring a number, you are told a place to meet then 
taken to the venue. I could not work out if this was 
legal or illegal, I asked the promoter, he said it was 
legal they just don’t put the venue on flyers to keep 
that bit of excitement there. It seemed to work 
quite well, we arrived at the venue it was a big 
marquee stuck on the end of a massive shoe factory. 
It had everything a rave would have in England such 
as lazers, lights & video screens. The sound was 
good. First DJ on was DJ Spellbound, he was good 
playing a lot of British breakbeat tunes that 
seemed to down well, stuff like Knight Raver Crowd 
Control, 6 Days, Charly low Noise, his tunes were 
big over there. They are into much the same as we 
are, it has a lot of British and Scottish influence. 

At there events they do not have any MCs, I do not 
think this is a good thing because the crowd do not 
go as mad as they do in Cngland, most of there DJ's 
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played good sets. It was my turn to go on and play, 

I was a little bit nervous, I started off with my new 
track called life Force Generator, this is a ravey 
Techno track with the crowd control riff in it this 
seemed to be a good start to my set as for they 
were going mental. 

I had decided to play a bit of Bouncy Techno, it 
seemed to go down really well. The crowd were 
really good, they responded to all the tracks much 
the same as they do in England, the piano breaks 
did not seem to get them going as much as the 
stabby riff's that probably was the only difference. 
On with my set and half way through I started to 
drop Happy rave a lot of impact and RSR Records 
also Happy Tunes, these labels were big in 
Australia. All in all it was a good rave, I really 
enjoyed playing, it was my first marquee, after I 
finished my set I had a lot of promoters talking to 
me, one wanted me to play at his club the following 
day, this being a Sunday it was called The After 
Recovery. This is on every week with guests and up 
and coming DJ's playing, House, Garage, Jungle, 
Techno, Trance and Hardcore. All types of DJ's 
playing all types of music it was a good vibe, We 
had two or three days to kill before we went home, 
so loads of clubbing and beers were on the menu. 
On the Monday we went into the town we tried to 
get into several clubs, but had no luck this put a bit 
of a downer on the night because we could not get 



a beer anywhere. UUe found one club & got in, it 
seemed alright at the beginning but as the night 
went on and we had more beers the women started 
to look like men, we realised we were in a fuckin 
benders club, I was like a bolt of fucking lightning 
out of the front door. 

This was my Australian visit coming to an end, all in 
all it was a very good laugh. I'd like to say a big 
respect to Jason and Glen the promoters and all 
Australian ravers respect and keep the scene alive. 
Vou can catch Supreme In Switzerland with Ramos 
and Marley in the August Scene Mag or watch out 
for my second Australian date in September respect. 
A massive thanks to Supreme for taking time out to 
do this splendid write up! 
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Shop Review 

Renew Bv: Adrian B 


This Reading based Underground Dance specialist 
was first established in 1988 in a basement 
underneath a dentist practice by two guys named 
Phil and Peter. They say that they were kicked out 
of there because people could not take the bass, 
their fillings kept falling out, but the truth is they 
moved to Station Hill, Reading because the shop 
they were in became too small for the amount of 
custom they were attracting, fls they were very 
well known before the move they never lost any 
custom. 

The terrible duo set the shop up themselves at a 
time when they were into Rare Groove and Jazz. 
The Record Basement was originally set up as a 
little secondhand Rare Groove/Jazz shop. After six 
months Phil decided to sell new tracks and so 
started to buy in new stock, this was when the 
illegal raves were happening just before the rave 
scene started to peak. From this the shop just 
grew. About one year ago Phil and Peter 
separated leaving Phil to run Basement Records 
and has since built the shop and label in with Vinyl 
Distribution and are now run and organised by 
Phil, Lance and Arthur. 

The fact Phil was a vinyl junkie was the main 
reason why he wanted to open a record shop in 
the first place. He spent all his wages on vinyl and 
so decided to open a second hand record shop to 
get something back from it 

The shop in general caters for all types of 
Underground music, but is pre-dominantly for 
House and breakbeat merchants. The Breakbeat 
obviously varies between Jungle, Happy and Drum 
and Bass, Drum and Bass being the main sales of 
the shop. Top selling labels here are 'Good 
Lookin', ’Moving Shadow, Slamming Vinyl and 
Photek', all the other labels do well but these 
dominate. On the House side of things they 
predominantly sell Garage, they do sell a small 
range of Techno, Gabba and British Progressive 
House. 

Over the past few months they have tried to 
change the style of the shop and stock more of the 
deep end of the market rather than the cheesy end 
(for want of a better word) they are stocking more 
quality music that does not go out of fashion after 
two weeks, music that is good so that it can still 



be sold whether it is a week old or a few months 
old. They Wbnt to carry more of the quality end of 
the House market. Phil says "It has a longer shelf 
life, a lot of House music nowadays has 2 weeks 
then is dead, and if you don't sell out then you 
lose money", and the Record Basement does not 
cater for losing money. 

The best thing for Basement Phil about running his 
own shop is getting all those lovely records, and 
being the vinyl junkie he is getting to hear just 
about everything that is made is invaluable. He 
has also met some very good friends through the 
shop, in fact Lance (his partner) was originally his 
customer, plus whenever he goes out to parties or 
events he cannot go anywhere without meeting 
untold amounts of people whom he knows through 
his work. The only downside to his job he says is 
getting old. For five years Phil worked behind his 
own counter until he had enough of seeing 
customers get younger. He soys “A lot of kids who 
come in on the Breakbeat scene now have no 
knowledge of what there was five years ago and 
don't know where the music comes from, so to 
them the gimmicky tunes are popular. UJe have 
been through them days and think, oh no not 
again!" Phil feels it is a job that can only be done 
for a certain amount of time then you must 
progress otherwise you risk going stagnant. 

This is the story of dub plates from Phil's point of 
view. He says ”As for dub plates in shops, what kid 
can afford to spend £30 on dubs and what kid can 
be given a top play with a dub plate? It is not 
going to happen. Dup plates are purely for DJ's, it 
has all gone out of control. ULIhen the music scene 
went dark there were a hand full of people who 
loved the scene so much that they were 
determined to carry on making music for it. 
Everyone had a different conception of where they 
wanted to go. Some wanted to stay on the 
happier tip and some wanted to move into the 
more bad boy sound that was around like the 
’Kickman' label. People did not really know where 
the music was to go so they started cutting dub’ 
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plates to test the track before they pressed it. 
People now make dub plates especially for DJ's to

play and they never get released. Some plates can 
be around six months before they surface on Vinyl 
and I think it has gone too far now. One of the 
reasons the scene was healthy was because you 
would make a new track, at least 3-4 DJ's would 
play this track out for maybe one month and then it 
would appear on promo and the kids would have a 
chance to buy it, then it would come out on full 
vinyl. To me the dub plate thing is good in some 
respects and terrible in others. To the punter it 
must be frustrating hearing loads of tunes that 
they can't buy." 

The Record Basement believes that they were very 
lucky when building their success story. ULIhen they 
first started up there was nothing in the South of 
England, the nearest shop was in London and 
because of their enthusiasm for the music they 
carried everything. People soon heard about this 
new shop. They had every top DJ on the scene at 
that time coming in every week and that was 
invaluable to them. Now with the smarter 
premises, bigger shop and knowledgeable staff 
the shop has taken off. DJ Lee is on the case, 
Claire is irreplaceable and Timmy who now works 
the House side is very loud and has a lot of 
enthusiasm, and with other shops in Bracknell, 
Swindon and Oxford giving them competition they 
still thrive as much as before. The shop still has the 
very good reputation for carrying quality music. 
People will travel quite a distance from London 
and elsewhere to buy from The Basement. 

They are also involved in other projects apart from 
the shop. Their biggest project now is 'Vinyl 
Distribution’ which is rapidly becoming one of the 
premier distribution companies in the UK selling 
’Drum and Bass'. They work ond distribute for the 
majority of top DJ's labels such as LTJ Bukem's 
label 'Good Lookin', 1 they carry Grooveriders label, 
DJ Raps and DJ Hypes labels, as well as Krome and 
Tyme, Jack Frost and DJ Ron. They distribute for 
Moving Shadow, Photek, Metalheads and Roni 
Size. Vinyl distribution is definitely the fastest 
growing part of the company and then they have 
their own labels, Basement Records' label has 
been around for about seven years and they have 
a new label ’Precious Materials'. This label is on a 
very different tip. They do not expect to sell on a 
mass scale, the music itself is very musical and 
jazzy, it has a very different edge and it not aimed 
at the mass market. It is good music to listen to at 
home or in your car. 

High St stores selling Jungle does not really effect 
the sales of vinyl distribution or the Record 
Basement as most of the labels are with them and 
they don't sell to High St shops. Vinyl Distribution 
refuses to deal with those companies, Phil says "If 
you look back to when GSM were around, they 
were a massive company, every dance track that 
came out went through them. UUhen GSM went 


under the whole scene was in disarray and other 
small companies sprung up, companies like 
’Slammer' who do not exist anymore and ’Great 
Asset' who we all know about. These people put 
every single track they could get into the High St 
shops so basically it completely devalued the 
music and opened it up to a mass market. It got 
the music more recognition, but the thing about 
High St record stores are they devalue the music 
themselves by putting it on the shelf at 99p. Now 
they are not paying that price for it, they are 
paying full price but they use it as 'loss leaders' to 
attract a new market. To be honest when someone 
spends time and money putting a track together 
and it goes on a shelf for 99p then that is an 
insult. 

ULIhen a track has a possibility of crossing over 
then the underground must have it first because 
once it goes national it won't sell on the 
Underground. Plus, if it goes Underground first then 
the person who produced the track won’t have lost 
credibility as an artist. Everybody wants success," 
he goes on, "If I said to you I won’t put my record 
in the top 20 then that is rubbish, everybody 
would put their record in the charts if they could. 
Certain tracks can do that, that is when the majors 
should deal with it, other than that it should stay 
Underground and let the Underground deal with it." 
Soon nobody will recognise the Record basement 
as it will have a whole new look. The graffiti sign 
outside the shop is just temporary. UJhen they 
moved to the premises that just replaced the old 
and dated sign used before. In about one months 
time the shop is being completely redecorated 
downstairs. It will be costing around £8000 and 
will look pretty special when completed. The whole 
shop will be airbrushed with special designs. 

He has done well because it does not matter 
whether you come in to buy one record or one 
hundred records, all customers are treated with the 
same respect. 

Shouts 

Special shouts to the flrt-flttack and Arthur, also 
shouts out to everybody, even the window 
cleaner, to everyone who has supported us, 
trusted and believed in us from the early days. 
From the support the shop received from customers 
and DJ's to all the support we now get with the 
record label and Vinyl Distribution. Big respect to 
anyone who does something for all the right 
reasons. 

PS: DJ Lee is without doubt one of the best young 
DJ's on the scene, his music is mature and his 
mixes tight. If you have not heard him play, then 
you can catch him at ’speed' at the Mars Club 
every two weeks. To all promoters, he needs to be 
given a chance and let through now. UJe would 
love to see him do well as he is very talented and 
has worked hard for it.

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Those of you readers out there who remember the good old

'Prophecy'. Many of you probably never knew who the artist 
and producer of this widely popular and unforgotten track was. 

So after sending out dodger Crook on a mission The Scene Magazine were able to trace the man 
responsible in Slough, Berkshire, where we were to discover that a new and improved 1995 remix of 
’Prophecy' was due for release, ready to make history relive itself. 
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Scene Uihat is you full name? 

Marvin My full name is Morvin Fleming. * 

Scene How long have you been producing? 

Morvin I have been producing about five years, since 1991. I used to go out raving a lot, and listen to 

a lot of tracks that were being cut at the time. Then I heard that tune 'Way In My Brain'. I 
thought that there was room for me to make good sophisticated music. That track was the 
beginning of Jungle, but a lot of people did not see it as that. 

Scene Whot tunes have you had out on your own ? 

Morvin Well ‘Prophecy' was the first, then came ’Ruffhouse’, How Do Vou Feel' and ‘Survival’. 

Scene In your view what has been your most successful production? 

Morvin Prophecy', definitely. That sold over 3,000 copies on a White Label. 

Scene UJhat influences you in the music you make? 

Morvin There are a few influences. The main one being Reggae. I don't listen to a lot of it nowadays. 

But generally the bass lines are what I like to add in to give the track a bit of flavour. 

Scene UJhat tunes do you have coming out in the near future? 

Morvin I have the remix of 'Prophecy' which is about to be released on my new label ‘Alien and 

Monster Records', and ’Survival' will be next track out after that. 

Scene Do you have any plans for future projects? 

Morvin I have loads of plans, idea's going round inside my head all the time. Take 'Prophecy' for 

instance, I knew when I first put the track together that it was going to be big, because it was 
a big hit in the Reggae scene anyway. I don't just do it for that, but if you can add to what is 
already good and make it a success then there is nothing wrong with that, but there is no 
point getting a tune which is good and then mashing it up. If you are going to use it, then you 
have to add to its success. Vou get more respect for that. 

Scene UJhot mode you want to start producing? 

Morvin Generally, I saw and heard the types of tracks being released at the time, some were good, 

others I was not too impressed with, I thought that I could make tracks myself and possibly do 
better in some cases. I have always been into music, I love music. I met up with Three Thieves 
and a Liar'. We went into the studio in Langley, Berkshire and put together Prophecy'. 

Scene UJhat do you have planned for the future of the label? 

Morvin Intelligent Jungle basically. I will have a few Ragga samples but they will have to fit in 

properly. When I make a tune I try to say a message. When I put a track together I don't just 
use a sample because it sounds good, I actually work on what I do. I don't just put it together 
like a mash of rubbish. 

Scene Houj long does it normally take you to put a tune together? 

Morvin About two weeks. People think that is a long time, but I prefer to take my time. I would rather 

do it right than wrong. When you are out at a club you can tell the difference in music, from 
what has been put together with interest and intelligence to what has been thrown together 
in two hours. A good tune is appreciated by the reaction of the crowd. 
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Scene UJhat are your current views on the Jungle scene? 

Morvin At the moment there are a lot of tunes out there, some good some bad. There are too many 

categories to choose from in the music. That is what is categorising the people. I think it 
should be all back to one thing. People should be able to enjoy all types with an open mind. 

Scene Have you done any PR's in the past? 

Morvin Ves, I played a PA at Club Da Da and The Sanctuary with Prophecy’ and How Do Vou Feel'. 

They went down well. A good crowd reaction and a lot of people going mad. I'm not mad on 
doing PA's but if any promoters want me to do them, then I will. 

Scene UJhat was your first experience with music? 

Morvin My first experience was when I was about seven years old. My father taught me how to play 

the drums. I got to grips with music straight away and I still love it now. 

Scene When will the 1995 remix of Prophecy be on the streets? 

Morvin Around the middle of July. 

Scene Do you have any plans for other record labels? 

Morvin I hope to start a Garage label after I have built up a reputation for the Jungle label. I want to 

make Garage music, I will work on Garage and Jungle, but more Intelligent Jungle. I don’t 
know if it is because I am getting old but it seems to me that Intelligent Jungle makes more 
sense and a lot of the time it can cross over. LUhen you sit down and listen to it, you know it 
has been put together well. That is why a lot of Jungle will not cross over because it does not 
make sense to the average 9-5 person, he can't take it in or tap his feet to it. 

Scene When you ore out what types of clubs do you go to? 

Morvin I go to The Ministry of Sound in London, I go to many clubs, but lately I have been partying at 

Club One Nation at The Rhythm Station in Aldershot, Hants. 

Scene Soys: Thank you to Morvin for the review and good luck with your new label and to all our readers - 

look out for the 1995 remix of ’Prophecy' because it’s going to be essential vinyl.

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Mickey Finn, Reol name Michael Hearn was born 
and grew up in the Cast Cnd of London. The 
name Mickey Finn was given to him by his eldest 
sister. She used to run the Tunnel Club near the 
Blackwall Tunnel in London. Mickey never really 
gave himself a name, as Far as he was 
concerned his name was just Mickey and he 
played music, but his sister noticed something 
different, she saw that something was 
happening with 
him. Mickey 
started to get 
work and as other 
DJ’s were calling 
themselves fancy 
names his sister 
wrote him down 
as’Mickey Finn' 
evrytime he 
played at his 
sisters 9 club. 

Mickey says "She 
used to call me 
skinny bollocks, 
but I don't think I 
am that skinny" 

Mickey, o non drinker, hates drink and feels that 
it is extremely violent and should be banned in 
Cngland although he is attracted to the 
legalization of cannabis. He has been a DJ for 
about eight years. Obviously you don't go out, 
buy two decks then claim to be a DJ so it was 
not until 1988 that Mickey got his first piece of 
work which was at a friends party in Chapel St 
Market, London. Before then he had been 
practicing for four to five months. It was at this 
party that Mickey met flndy UUeatherall who 
offered Mickey Finn some work, one thing then 
led to another. Then when everything started 
getting raided, back in the days of sunrise 
Mickey got fed up, he was thoroughly 
disheartened with driving all around the country 
at five o'clock in the morning in search of a party 
to play, only to find it raided when he arrived. 
So he gave it up and played only at little ©vents 
here and there that he knew was certain to go 
on. 

It was a holiday in Flmsterdam that became the 


turning point in Mickey’s career, for it was here 
that he met an influential guy from Birmingham. 
UUhen they returned this fella from Birmingham 
turned up on Mickey's door while Mickey was 
playing on his decks. He said that he could 
guarantee Mickey loads of work in Birmingham. 
Mickey thought "Yeah, yeah, I've heard it all 
before", but within a week there was a phone 
call from Birmingham with some dates. The 

beginning of 
Mickey Finn's 
real career. 
Mickey 
concentrated 
on playing in 
Birmingham 
and was up 
there a good 
eighteen 
months before 
you saw 

Grooverider, 
Top Buzz or 
Fabio. He kept 
telling people 
to go up there but nobody seemed interested. It 
was because he played up there for so long that 
people thought he came from the Midlands. 
Sometimes he would stay up there for four to 
five days out of the week. He still goes to 
Birmingham now and will never stop, it is what 
made him and he loves it. 

There is no major event that made Mickey Finn, 
there has been no one event where the phone 
has gone mad afterwards. His career was built 
up gradually that’s the way he likes it. He is 
happy with the way his career has progressed, 
and happy with what he has achieved over four 
years. Since the beginning Mickey Finn has 
played on many different raves. The best big 
events through his career were Technodrome' in 
Scotland and ’World Dance' at Lydd. The worst 
being ’Fantazia' at Castle Donnington. Mickey 
says "UUhen you hear the crowd go mad and 
making a lot of noise, that does it for me." 
Mickey also used to love playing at the Paradise 
Club in Islington, London, He would never miss 
playing there for anything. Other clubs he 
favoured were ’Lazerdrome' in Peck ham, South 
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London and Quest and Milwaukees in the 
Midlands. He says "UUhen Milwaukees is on form 
- it's kicking". For a man who hates spending 
more than four hours in a car, he gets around. If 
the journey is further than say Manchester or 
Newcastle then Mickey will go by plane. 

fit the present time Mickey has many projects at 
hand. One being his own shop in Gravesend, 
Kent called ‘Biting Back Records' he has just had 
it all redecorated and will be focussing hard on 
a range of merchandise for the shop. The shop 
itself has been turned more into a clothes/record 
shop with stands out on the shop floor. The 
artwork inside the shop has 
been designed by a Brighton 
based graffiti artist. He is said 
to be one of the best in the 
country. Mickey says that the 
shop is just like walking into 
space now, its totally black 
with shooting stars, meteors 
and spaceships, which creates 
a nice mellow atmosphere 
inside. 

Rlso Mickey and Gavin 
(Aphrodite) have just finished 
six special mixes for ’Arsonist', 
one for Grooverider, Jack Frost, 

Kenny Ken, Darren Jay, L 
Double and one for himself. As 
well as the Lisa May track 
’UUishing on a Star' and a 
special remix for A.UU.O.L. 

Mickey Finn who now gets on 
average 5 to 6 bookings a week puts his 
success down to hard work and tqking risks, 
“Some risks you take mess up and some get the 
appreciation you were looking for", he says. 
Also he has never copied anyone elses style. In 
his early days he would sit and watch the likes 
of Colin Dale for two hours and try to input what 
he was doing and why ,but he would never go 
home and copy what they had just done. UUhen 
it comes down to what makes any DJ popular 
Mickey is modest and states "It is the punters 
who make a certain person popular." 

Through his years Mickey Finn has listened to a 
wide range of music. He used to listen to The 
Sex Pistols, Duran Duran, David Bowie and Lou 
Reed right through to Gladys Knight, Marvin 
Gaye, Lynx and Shalamar, then onto R Kelly and 
Mary J Blige. Now when he is in his car he likes 
to listen to the sounds of G Mack in tosh. He has 
produced many mixes through Urban Shakedown 


with Gavin (DJ Aphrodite) but also he has 
worked with L Double. For the next step in his 
career Mickey says that he would like to write 
music for films. Obviously he cannot spend his 
whole life driving around the country although 
he will not stop until he is either told by a 
doctor or the people don't want him anymore. 
UUhen they made the ’Urban Shakedown 1 video's 
Mickey said "I really got into them, I would like 
to have a go at putting music to film." 

If Mickey Finn ever had the chance to run his own 
club, things would be so different. He feels that 
dub owners in London do not put enough effort 

in. They take a lot out. He 
says "If you go to Curope, the 
clubs are a different class, 
especially Ibiza, they put a lot 
of effort in. Take The 
Sanctuary for instance, it's a 
shed, they get x amount of 
thousands for rent, they 
should spend some money on 
it. Some clubs are like a shell 
with a wooden floor. 
Sometimes you should want 
people to want to come to 
your club and not have to go 
out and drag them in." 

He also has his own opinion 
of MC's chatting non stop over 
his set. UUhen asked his reply 
came a swift "A load of Boll— 
s, mate. I like an MC who - 
well - GQ sums it up. It ain't 
worth me going on to much'. 
Mickey Finn does not like MC's who do not listen 
to the music, and who get so into what they are 
saying that they lose track of what the music is 
doing, so when it comes down to the track 
breaking into a vocal the MC is still chatting. He 
says "GQ would automatically know when that 
break is coming and he would stop, he knows 
how to read music so well." Mickey says that if 
an MC does not understand a record then he 
should shut up until he does. He likes an MC 
who knows how to do his job and not go on like 
they were in a fairground.

It's Saturday 10dh June, a dog in which London witnesses 
the return of the mighty World Donee OrganIsotion to the 
Wembley exhibition Centre For o night entitled ’’Summer 
in the City". There was much room For improvement after 
the oedoimed "X-mass and New Vear Party", but this still 
promised to be a great night with an Impressive DJ line 
up on the flyer. 

ULie arrived at 12.00 and after a short time queuing ond 
being searched by the security we were in, the only 
problem wqs that we hod to wait an extra 50 minutes For 
the ladies, entering the main arena totally gob smacked 
me, the level of production by the LUorld Dance crew was 
unbelievable, there was visual screens and back drops 
hanging from the ceiling everywhere, the stage was to 
the top end of the massive arena and looked wicked with 
on elevated scaFFold tower that was divided into 7x3 
squores with dancers and backdrops in each gap and 4 
large visual screens in the middle, the main part of the 
stage was in front of this tower and had a long catwalk 
where the DJ r s played amongst the crowd. To the back of 
the arena was □ huge pyramid dance platform thot was 
full of loads oF dancing party people!!! The sound system 
was fairly low, which is the only problem with this venue, 
The light show was bang on and at an exceptional 
standard as always with the lilorld Dance crew. 

Rs we moved towards the cloakroom the sounds of Hype 
was in the house, I was stuck in a dilemma, should I 
queue up or rock to the Hype who was tearin’ the place 
down. Up next was DJ Rap, I must soy that her mixing 
wasn’t up to standard along with the set she played. 
Stepping up now was the ’’too hot to handle" DJ Randall 
who played his usual high standard, during his set the 
music stopped as a man in a silver and gold type of 
skeleton costume came onto the stage, he gave a speech 
about the splendours oF life ond the glory of the dance & 
then suddenly there was a massive bang and the stage 
was illuminated with Fireworks, the music came back an 
and then the lozers kicked in. there was 3 lasers thot 
were powerful enough to beam the whole length of the 
arena, I then noticed that there was a drummer ot the 
bottom of the stage and was later informed that he had 
been Flown oil the woy From Germany, he sounded pretty 
goad adding an extra twist to the breakbeats, the next 
DJ to step up was tills Dee who continued to rock the 
crowd with his ever enthusiastic style dropping toon after 
toon to keep the place bubbling, Spinning the vinyl next 
was DJ Seduction who played his usual happy uplifting 
set. Not being a fan of the Happy Hardcore it gave me a 
chance to visit arena £. 

Entering arena £ I saw that there was a fun fair with 
amusement arcades, a cofe and even a section with an 
indoor beach complete with sand, palm trees and deck 
choirs.

the curtains into a packed arena I walked around having 
a chat with a Few people on my way who all said that 
this was one of the best raves that they've been to. The

Club One Nation Is one of the many Independent raves 
which has been going strong and making an Impact an the 
rove scene Far □ while now. Due to the Successes of it's 
one off events It has Followed the recently growing trend 
of becoming o dub and establishing Itself os o weekly 
rave. But Club One Notion Is in a league of Its own ta 
other dubs as it is one of the Few which only ploys Jungle 
and Drum & Bass. €very week events are always good, as 
they set the standards by keeping up the competition, 
with the top line ups. So an weekends when there Isn't 
much else going on you can guarantee that dubs like One 
Nation, uiifl always be putting on a decent party. 

The venue - The Rhythm Station in Aldershot Is relatively 
new to the rove scene but hos already made Its landmark 
as o venue which attracts o wicked vibe. However, os the 
night was going ta be a lot more on the Jungle tip than 
the usual hoppy events held here. I couldn’t help but 
wander If It would still have the seme electric buzz and 
attitude free crowd, Anyone who Is familiar with the scene 
should know that all too often jungle events can attract a 
moodier and less enthusiastic crowd. 

But, I was Impressed to see thot the venue kept up Its 
reputation In holding a bubbling crowd who hod it From 
start to finish with no attitude. This Is the way It should 
be - whether its o jungle event or q stomping techno do - 
it shouldn't be forgotten that raving should bring people 
together and give people o positive way to express 
themselves. But. lately, too much of this is overlooked and 
Forgotten os the small minority ruin it for the majority by 
envolvlng q negative vibe. 

Moving sold this, Club One Notion, on the other bond 1 hod 
the balance just right with an Impressive crowd who 
showed how it should be done, os well as a wicked 
selection of Jungle DJ's, MC's and Live PR's. 

for those Into the more intelligent style of underground 
tunes, this was the place to be. With top DJ's including DJ 
ARP (you know the blokes loved Itl). Andy C Fablo 6t 
Mickey Finn and Darren Joy (who ployed o two hour rough 
and exclusive set), 0ut to top it ail there was o live PR of 
Arsonist by Urban Shakedown which has been ripping up 
the dancefloor wherever it's been played lately - and 
tonight wqs no exception] 

The booming system In ore no one ensured thot the tunes 
would be heard just qs loud from oil ports of the mo in 
arena and thot the tunes were really bought to life. As 
soon os Fire' wos dropped the crowd lost the plot as the 
dancefloor exploded Into on array of bodies and lighters, 
who made sure that the dancefloor stayed rammed until 
the end. 

The vibe In there Just kept rising with everyone well up for 
o damn good night. I was just thankful thot at lost The 
Rhythm Station hod sorted out its air conditioning which 
wos now working in good order. As the last few events 
staged there have been rammed with no air conditioning 


which kept the temperature rising for higher than most 
could tokeJ The multi coloured losers were really effective 
as no expense hod been spored to moke sure thot the 
rays kept you mashed as all the losers blurred into one 
and made you dizzy IF you looked at them for too long 11 

Upstairs, arena £ kept all those Into deep house and 
garage buzzing along nicely, whilst providing a wicked 
place to chill out For all those who like myselF, couldn't 
always keep up the pace set by those In the main arena, 
Rrena 2 was considerably smaller than arena one, but this 
suited the event os there was only o few that hod come 
with the intention of plotting here oil night - the majority 
were quite content to be downstairs in arena one. It is 
worth noting that the vibe was just os electric os that 
downstairs. 

The security in there was quite tight, but friendly. Just one 
look at these beefy blokes was enough to know thot they 
weren't to be messed with - t think they would hove given 
old Rocky a run For his moneyll So I felt quite protected 
throughout the night.

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Illegal Mix Tapes 


Did You Know! 

Over the past 3 years there has been a steady 
growth in the sale of illegal mix tapes, notice¬ 
ably outside mo in cities. One set of mix tapes 
has been known to turn - over £130,000! If you 
look through various dance magazines you wilt 
see the volume of mix topes advertised. Just 
imagine the yearly turnover of the mix tape 
Industry - which could well be in excess of a few 
million pounds. Rs present, neither music pub¬ 
lishers, record labels or composers see any of 
the profits from mix tap© sales. But read on, as 
there may be light at the end of the tunnel as 
certain bodies are getting together to do some¬ 
thing about it 

There are two organisations which can help col 
lect publishing income and royalties if you awn 
the rights for a recording used in a mix tape: 
the M.CP.5. and the B.P, I. 

The M.CP.S. hos built up a list of illegol mix 
tapes from information from their regional field 
force fit present, they ore speaking to some of 
the major players in the mix tope industry to 
ensure that they appiy to the M C P S. for dean 
ance from the copyright owners of the records 
mixed in their topes. If you put out mix topes 
and hoven't already opproached the M.C.P.S. to 
arrange clearing tracks on current tapes ond 
back catalogue, they moy approach you. 
However, the M.C.P.S. ore faced with more 
problems than tracing companies who release 
mix tapes. Ian Volke, MCPS's specialist in the 
area, remarked thot "the Hardcore/Jungle scene 
is the least well documented" He does not have 
the information he needs to distribute the 
income which he now expects to collect on 
behalf of copyright owners. The M.C.P.S, con 
only act on behalf of its publisher and composer 
members, so join now! 

It is a breach of the copyright law to release o 
record without informing the M.CP.S. It's up to 
record labels to keep them up to date, so that if 
a record is listed as being rncluded in a mix 
tape they can motch it with the copyright 
owner. 

So, it s up to €V€RVON€ INVOLVED to get their 
act together and do things by the booh. For 
those who put out mix tapes, contact the 
M.CP.S.- pay your publishing. 


for those who feel left out of money due to 
them, join the M.C.P.S. - let them collect your 
publishing for you. but make sure you own the 
copyright in the entire tune! 

Unfortunately, that’s only less than half of the 
story. The M.C.P.S, only collect publishing 
money for copyright owners They do not collect 
royalties for the owners of the sound recording 
l.e., labels. Did you know thot the B.P.L can 
help do thot? Their anti - piracy department 
would take legal action on behalf of its mem¬ 
bers against anyone who pirotesAxx^tlegs/i!le¬ 
gally copies its members work, Dave Martin, 
head of the anti - piracy department of the 
B.P,I. has so far received no complaints from 
members about mix topes. 

So, if you're a record label who would like to 
toke advantage of their offer, become a mem¬ 
ber (if you con afford the rather high member¬ 
ship fee) 

Other than that, there is no organisation which 
will collect royalties for labels. Unfortunately, it 
seems thot it is up to individuals to fight the 
cause for their individual tunes. It would be 
unrealistic to expect every label featured on a 
mix tape to take action, be this through the 
0.P.L or independently through the courts. There 
are just too many mix tapes ta keep track of. 

It is up to the componies releasing mix tapes to 
conduct their business professionally and to be 
courteous enough to pay publishing to the 
M.C.P.S. and royalties directly to labels in die 
same way as compilation labels. 
Understandably, royalty accounting ond pay¬ 
ment requires extra time and expense, but, 
after aJL if your making serious money out of 
the sole of mix tapes, you should conduct your 
business as professionally as the compilation 
labels. 

Respect to all rave promoters, for keeping the 
rove scene alive, LUe appeal to you equally to 
respect music publishers, record companies and 
composers let’s work together to toke our 
music, and all the independent companies 
involved, forward LUeVe got the support of the 
ravers who regularly attend roves and buy 
Hardcore/Jungle 1 2“s, so let’s support each 
other.
